LIQUOR QUESTION 
■ BIG ISSUE IN RAGE 

• - < » 

Democratic Candidates For Con- 
gress Tell How They View 
The Question Now 

- — 

Whether or not the two convention - 
of the great parties inject the liquor 
issue into the r>~esidential race this 
fall, it has bean dropped into th- 

race for the Democratic nomination 
for Congress in the 8t.h district with 
a dull thud, and is apt to be a very 
vital question before the voters of thii 
paricular district from now on untr 
the final election is over. 

The principal question seems to b- 
whether or not the Volstead law 
which is the prohibition enforccmcn' 
act, is to be modified, .so that wine: 
and beer may be made and sold. Th» 
throe candidates for the Democratic 
nomination for Congress occupied «* 
large part of their time in discussing 
this question at their speaking ap 
pointmcnt here Monday afemoon. An< 
it is a certainty that Congress.ma; 
Kin;;; Swope, when ho runs for roelec 
lion as the Republican nominee, i 
going t:> have to state his por.it.ion oi 
tin's question, whether or not the Re 
publican national platform mention: 
it. 

As a result of the Democratic Con- 
gressional primary to be held in Au- 
gust it will be fairly well determine 
as to whether the Democratic voter; 
of the 11 counties of this district wis! 
the stringent dry laws now on tlv 
statute books modified or not. Th 
three candidates who are seeking th- 
Democratic nomination have assun e< 
entirely different attitudes toward th<

Hon. George T. Davis, of Case 
eounty, on the other hand, says he fp

'aws. He declared that he believe 
;hc housewife should be allowed t 
nake wine and the farmer cider, i 
hey wish. (Incidentally, it ws 
brought out that the government ha 
rulcdjthat this can be done under th 
nesent law.) Anyway, Judge Gilbei 
stated in his speech that at othe 
places Davis had declared that he i 
for wine and beer, and Wet. Davi 
frankly tild what he will do about th 
matter of modifying the Volstead lav 
and declared that, lie was againsi an 
aw which wa.; oppressive and agains 
>he wishes of the people, as it ha 
been shown, he said, that this law i.^ 
Col. Ripy did not state his views o- 
the liquor question from the platfom 
at the speaking, but declared that th- 
prohibition question is dead and no 
an issue in this campaign. He sai< 
that he Wanted to keep himself in p^ 
sition to stand on the platform tha' 
the Democratic national conventior 
adopts at San Francisco and that h 
'loes not believe any man is bigpei 
than his party. He pointed out tha' 
if the Democratic platform took one 
dde or the other on the liquor ques- 
tion, that either Judge Gilbert or Da- 
vis would be put in an embarra;:<in.' 
position. In reply to this Judge Gil 
bert said that if the Democratic plat- 
form declared foif modification of the 
prohibition laws, he would resign as i 
candidate, so as not to have to vot 
against his convictions although h< 
pledged his hearty support to the par- 
ty and the ticket. Judge Gilbert fur- 
ther said that while no one was able 
to get Ripy to say in his speecher 
where he stands onfhe liquor question 
that he, Gilbert, knows where he 
stands, and that he is Wet, and he 
charged that Ripy told a prominent 
Richntond businfess man in presence 
of Tandy Chenault, that he is Wet.

OUTDOOR ELECTRIC 

LIGHTS FOR FARM 

The fm?t thing that one thinks of 
in connection with electricity on the 
farm is light in the house und -hams, 
and yet farmers v.ho have installed 
electricity find that one of the most 
useful lights on their place - is an out- 
side light. 

In a great many instances farm 
buildings are so arrr.nged that a .single 
light can be used to illum.ir.nte nil 
th,e ground between the house and 
the bains. Quite generally it is iVuvki 
that a windmill tower, the peak of !V 
roof of one of -the buildings' or otaer 
ready-made support offers tho be t lo- 
cation for the light. An enameled re- 
•icctxA - is used, which insure.-, the even 
and strong distribution of all of the 
light from the lamp over the area 
where it is needed. Switcher; to control 
the light are placed both in the house 
and in the bain, that is, the light is 
wired so that it can bo turned off cr or. 
from either the house or the bam. It 
is this feature which makes this par- 
ticular light so valuable to the farm- 
er. He drives into the barn yard at 
night with the lights of his car turned 
on, switches on the yard light when ! 
he gets out to open the garage doors, 
and thus is able- to walk uptothe h"U ;r 
over a path that he can see all the 
way. If the season demands that he 
get up before dawn or if there is sud- 
den necessity for his going to the barn 
in the middle of the night he does nor 
have to find and light a lantern. A 
touch of the button and the whole ban: 
yard is flooded with light. Powerful 
lights are used for this kind of light- 
ing, 75 to 100 wats, and yet he cost 
of burning them is less than a half 
cent an hour. 

The low cost of such lighting, an* 1 
its reliability, is due to the great de- 
velopment of farm electric plants dur- 
ing the last few years. Today the 
farmer can have electric service from 
a plant that is low in cost, reliable and 
remarkably simple in operation.

88. All ordinances or part of oreli- 
nances of the City pertaining to li- 
censes in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. ,
